Distance Computations in Astronomy Explained 


Sometimes the: uncertainty in the 
measurements of the distances of 
the stars disturbs us,. writes Isabel 
M. Lewis in Nature Magazine. One 
of the most difficult facts-for the 
human mind to grasp is the im- 
mensity of space and the difficulty 
that we encounter when we attempt 
to measure it in ordinary undér- 
standable terrestrial units. It is an 
easier matter..when we deal with 
our own little family of planets and 
-their-satellites,—___ 

The distance from the earth to ‘the 
sun, only 93,000,000 miles, furnishes 
an excellent yardstick. The outer- 
most planet, Pluto, is only about 39% 
of these units distant from the stn, 
and light, with its velocity of 186,000 
miles a second, comes from the sun 
to the edrth in about 8% minutes. It 
reaches the orbit of Pluto about 5% 
hours after it leaves the sun. But 
4% years pass before that beam
